Singers a hit in the South Pacific 


A university operating budget of $90.57 mil¬ 
lion was approved by the UVic Board of Gov¬ 
ernors at its June 19 meeting. The substantial 
increase over last year’s $79.4-million budget 
is mainly due to a 14.4 per cent increase in the 
provincial operating grant. Bob McQueen, 
Vice President (Finance), told the Board. 

This year’s $71,863,986 provincial operat¬ 
ing grant to UVic identifies $4.3 million for 
inflation, $2.95 million for enrolment 
growth, $750,000 for mechanical engineering, 
and $427,500 for faculty salary increases. 

If the increase for mechanical engineering is 
excluded, the government grant increase be¬ 
comes 13.3 per cent. If the funding for enrol¬ 
ment growth under the provincial access-for- 
all program is also excluded, the increase is 
8.46 per cent, McQueen said in his budget re¬ 
port. 

Enrolment at UVic is almost 35 per cent 
higher than it was nine years ago, even after 
taking into account small enrolment decreases 
in 1984-85 and 1985-86. 

Student fees, including non credit and other 
incidental fees, are expected to contribute 18.6 
per cent of total operating revenues. The por¬ 
tion from credit courses is 17 per cent, down 
from 17.7 per cent in 1988-89. This is the re¬ 
sult of other revenues increasing by a higher 
percentage than tuition revenues. 

Student fee revenues from credit courses 
for 1989-90 are expected to increase by nine 
per cent to $15,360,000, compared to 
$14,105,100 last year. This increase reflects an 
anticipated enrolment increase of four per 
cent (385 full-time equivalent students) for the 
1989-90 winter session, combined with a tu¬ 
ition fee increase of 5.1 per cent. 

The university’s base budget includes activ¬ 
ities which are financed from general purpose 
operating revenues. Other UVic activities not 
included in the base budget are the Bookstore, 
residences, and food services, which are self- 
sustaining with revenues over $10 million. 

The proportion of the base budget allo¬ 


cated to salaries and benefits—including pro¬ 
vision for salary adjustments—has increased 
to 85.9 per cent over 85 per cent last year. 

The 1989-90 budget is the second in eight 
years that shows an increase in the proportion 
allocated to salaries and benefits. There was 
also a marginal increase in 1987-88. Last year 
and in 1986-87 the proportion remained 
static, and for four years from 1982 to 1986 the 
proportion was reduced. 

President Dr. Howard Petch told the Board 
that a number one priority in formulating this 
year’s budget was to increase the numbers of 
faculty and staff in order to improve the fac¬ 
ulty to student ratio. 

He said also that salaries at UVic are still 
six to eight per cent behind those at other ma¬ 
jor universities in Canada—excluding mar¬ 
itime universities and the University of 
Toronto, which are, respectively, at the low 
and high end of the salary scale. 

Petch noted that between $1.5 to $2 million 
of non-recurring operating funds is being di¬ 
rected towards computerizing the McPherson 
Library. 

McQueen told the Board that the budget re¬ 
flects attempts to respond to: 

—the need to restore salaries to competitive 
levels 

—the inflation of non-salary costs 
—the fact that significant enrolment in¬ 
creases in recent years have not been ac¬ 
companied by increased funding for 
teaching and support costs 
—the need to build into base budgets fund¬ 
ing which has previously been funded on 
a non-recurring basis (for example, Cen¬ 
tre for Earth and Ocean Research) 

—continued development and enhance¬ 
ment of certain programs such as em¬ 
ployment equity, increased graduate 
student support, funding for external re¬ 
views, and computing staff and re¬ 
sources. 


Standing ovations, encore calls and rave re¬ 
views met the UVic Chamber Singers during 
their concert tour of the South Pacific in May 
and June. The group, composed of UVic stu¬ 
dents and conducted by Dr. Bruce More (Mu¬ 
sic), gave 21 concerts in as many days, singing 
their way through Hawaii, Australia and New 
Zealand. Performances ranged from formal 
concert hall appearances to an impromptu 
concert on-board their airliner when it was 
grounded in New Caledonia to wait for the 
fog to lift in Sidney. 

Critics praised the performances. The Bris¬ 
bane Courier-Mail wrote of the “demanding 
repertoire,” the “high degree of professional¬ 
ism,” and “beautifully soft singing, sensi¬ 
tively phrased.” The New Zealand Herald 
remarked on “the freshness and exuberance 
of youth,” in which “artistry and fun came 
together delightfully,” with “well-trained 
voices, notable for good balance and blend, a 
big range of tone, and admirably clear 
words.” All the critics expressed appreciation 
for the wide variety of the program, which 
ranged from Janequin’s Le Chant des 


Oiseaux and R. Murray Schafer’s Epitaph for 
Moonlight to a traditional gospel and a Chi¬ 
nese folksong. The Napier Daily Telegraph 
reviewer wrote, “I doubt if any visiting choir 
has been quite as innovative.” 

In spite of their busy schedule, the singers 
managed to see a great deal of the region and 
made many new friends. A visit to Napier, 
N.Z., a sister city to Victoria, was a high 
point, as was some much needed rest and re¬ 
laxation in Rotorua with an afternoon in the 
thermal pools and an evening Maori feast and 
dance. 

The tour was supported in part by the B.C. 
Lotteries Fund and the university. The singers 
themselves raised about $2,000 by holding a 
car wash. 

International tours have become a regular 
activity for the Chamber Singers. They have 
been invited to represent Canada next April at 
Ball State (Indiana) University’s celebration 
of Canada-U.S. Year. The group is also look¬ 
ing forward to a tour of Finland and the 
U.S.S.R. the following year.

Successful June for UVic athletes

Athletics manager and former Vikings coach 
Ken Shields directed the Canadian basketball 
team to a berth in the 1990 world champion¬ 
ships, and the Victoria International Boat 
Race made a strong comeback in a successful 
June for UVic sports. 

The Canadian basketball team, including 
former UVic players Eli Pasquale, Cord 
Clemens, Gerald Kazanowski and Phil Ohl 
and current Viking Spencer McKay, had to 
win back to back games facing elimination to 
capture the last entry into next year’s world fi¬ 
nals at the 1989 Tournament of the Americas 
in Mexico City. 

After finishing third in their pool in round- 
robin play with a record of three wins and two 
losses, Canada could have clinched a berth by 
winning a game against the United States but 
lost by two points when Pasquale’s three- 
point attempt rolled out in the final minute. 
They then beat Cuba by three points and 
handily defeated the Dominican Republic to 
secure the berth. 

In 1986 and 1987 the Royal Victoria Boat 
Race featured top rowing crews from around 
the world competing in sprint races in the in¬ 
ner harbour and customary 2000-metre races 
at Elk Lake. Last year the event was cancelled 
because of funding problems, but it was resur¬ 
rected this year as the Victoria International 
Boat Race, held June 17 and 18. 

The UVic women won both events over uni¬ 
versity crews from Yale, Stanford and Calg¬ 
ary. The men came second in the sprint to the 
University of London, England, and third be¬ 
hind London and a Calgary club boat in the 
full-length race. 


The UVic crews did not enjoy the advan¬ 
tage that usually comes with being the home 
team at a regatta. Most of the Viking rowers 
were flown back the day before the sprint race 
from a gruelling week of trials at which many 
earned berths on the national team. 

Andrew Crosby, Bruce Robertson and Dar¬ 
ren Barber will row in the men’s coxed four, 
and Bruce Boulter will be the coxswain for 
that boat on a provisional basis. The final 
member of the crew will be former UVic stu¬ 
dent Darby Berkhout. Kirsten Barnes will row 
in either the women’s pair or four. These ath¬ 
letes will compete in the World University 
Games in Duisburg, West Germany, August 
22-25. 

Budgetary restraints have restricted the 
number of athletes who may be involved in 
the national team program, but several of the 
other members of UVic’s boat race crews are 
competing on the international level this year. 

Derek Porter, David Miege, James Neil and 
Ian Swan have been chosen for the final group 
of six athletes from which two pairs will be se¬ 
lected at trials in Vancouver. These will com¬ 
bine with the coxed four to race an eight at the 
University Games, where Kelly Mahon and 
Julie Jesperson will race in the women’s quad. 

All of these athletes recently represented 
Canada at the United States Rowing Associa¬ 
tion championships in Indianapolis, where 
Canadian crews claimed four gold, two silver 
and four bronze medals. Helena Matson and 
Paula Hale were selected to tier II Canadian 
crews which raced at the USRA regatta but 
which will not compete overseas this year. 


The World Health Organization (WHO) in 
Geneva has given Dr. Terry Pearson (Bio¬ 
chemistry and Microbiology) $25,000 to con¬ 
tinue development of a simple, effective field 
test to diagnose African sleeping sickness, or 
trypanosomiasis. Considered one of the 
world’s most serious parasitic diseases sleep¬ 
ing sickness kills more than 200,000 people 
each year in Africa. More than 50 million are 
at risk of contracting the disease. 

Doctoral candidate Margaret Liu and Pear¬ 
son have already produced two diagnostic 
tests that work extremely well in the labora¬ 
tory. The first test indicates the presence of 
antibodies to the trypanosome in the blood of 
the patient. It detects antibodies to both the 
East and West African strains of the parasite. 
The only diagnostic test previously available 
does not detect antibodies to the East African 
strain. 

A positive result in Pearson’s first test indi¬ 
cates prior exposure to the disease but does 
not necessarily indicate the presence of an ac¬ 
tive infection. The second test detects the 
presence of components of the parasite in the 
patient’s blood, thereby indicating active- 
state disease that should be treated. The dis¬ 
ease is 100 per cent fatal if not treated with ap¬ 
propriate drugs. 

The challenge now, says Pearson, is to cre¬ 
ate an inexpensive form of the tests that can be 
used effectively under harsh field conditions. 
“We will be working to develop a format that 
will cost less than 50 cents per test and that will 
be heat stable,” Pearson explains. The WHO 
grant will fund this effort for one year. If the 
project is successful, WHO has promised to 


carry out field tests on 20,000 people. 

Pearson is presently talking with several 
companies, exploring the possibility of col¬ 
laborating with them and using their propri¬ 
etary technologies that might help in the 
creation of such a field test kit. 

Over the past decade, UVic has become an 
important centre for research into tropical 
diseases and the development of vaccine 
strains in particular. Pearson and his depart¬ 
mental colleague Dr. Robert Olafson collabo¬ 
rate on tropical disease research with other 
major labs in Nairobi, Glasgow, Lexington 
(Kentucky), London (Ontario), Vancouver, 
Melbourne and Jerusalem. They are currently 
training five Ph.D. students in this area of re¬ 
search. 

No vaccine for a human parasitic disease 
has yet been developed, although such dis¬ 
eases are the biggest killers on earth. Vaccine 
development is difficult because many para¬ 
sites are able to change their molecular coat¬ 
ings, thus evading the human immune system. 
Research on these parasites promises to yield 
new insights into immune system mechanisms 
and may contribute to our understanding of 
athritis, allergies, multiple sclerosis and other 
diseases. 

Several of Pearson’s former students and 
post-doctoral fellows are currently using the 
parasite as a model to understand the mecha¬ 
nisms used by the immune system to eliminate 
infectious agents. Several of the UVic gradu¬ 
ates are now running their own research labo¬ 
ratories in Vancouver; London, Ontario; and 
London, England. 









Hoffman, Muller named ASI fellows 


Drs. Daniel Hoffman and Hausi Muller 
(Computer Science) on June 16 were appoin¬ 
ted the latest fellows of the B.C. Advanced 
Systems Institute (ASI). Their junior fellow¬ 
ships are worth $35,000 a year for three years 
and will provide funds for research support 
and teaching replacement for one course. This 
will enable them to devote more time and re¬ 
sources to research in co-operation with in¬ 
dustry, thereby stimulating technology 
transfer from university labs to the private 
sector. 

Both Hoffman and Muller are working to 
improve software development environ¬ 
ments—providing tools and concepts that 


greatly aid in the development of increasingly 
large and complex software systems. Their 
work is featured in two accompanying stories 
in this issue of The Ring. 

ASI receives both federal and provincial 
government funding and serves to encourage 
excellence in such fields as robotics, telecom¬ 
munications, microelectronics, computers 
and artificial intelligence, particularly as they 
apply to B.C.’s economic development. 

UVic’s other ASI fellows are Drs. Vijay 
Bhargava (Electrical and Computer Engineer¬ 
ing), Yuri Stepanenko and Geoffrey Vickers 
(Mechanical Engineering) and Maarten Van- 
Emden (Computer Science). 


Tools developed to ease 
software system development 


As the range of software applications con¬ 
tinues to expand, Canadian industries face the 
increasingly complex issue of organizing in¬ 
numerable software systems. Advanced soft¬ 
ware tools are required for the manipulation 
of the vast numbers of modules, programs 
and dependencies which comprise such sys¬ 
tems. UVic computer scientist Dr. Hausi A. 
Muller is developing answers to this need in 
the form of software development environ¬ 
ments. 

“There is no straightforward way to struc¬ 
ture large software systems at present,” Mul¬ 
ler explains. “My idea is to develop tools 
which help you to understand, explore and de¬ 
fine the structure of large software systems.” 

In co-operation with his students, Muller 
has already developed one such tool. Rigi, an 
information management system, is used for 
“programming-in-the-large.” This is soft¬ 
ware development at a higher level than that 
of a single module, a module being a piece of 
software system. Using a graph model and 
methods to probe and amplify components, 
Rigi can arrange and depict information as it 
is assembled during the development process. 
The graphs and connections represent system 
components and their dependencies effec¬ 
tively, so that, as the development phases of 
the project unfold, they are easier to under¬ 
stand and manipulate. 

Rigi could be used to represent the structure 
of an entire book, Muller explains. The points 
of the Rigi graph could depict the chapters of 
a book, and Rigi’s interconnecting lines could 
represent cross-references, elaborations and 
interdependencies. 


While Rigi was created for research pur¬ 
poses, Muller says software development 
firms such as Bell-Northern Research, IBM 
Canada, and MacDonald Dettwiler and Asso¬ 
ciates are interested in the project. UVic’s 
School of Health Information Science is inter¬ 
ested in using Rigi to support the development 
of medical information systems. 

A related project called K2 involves using 
the graphics and all Rigi technology in ways 
that facilitate broader industrial application. 
Muller says the system should reduce the cost 
of the maintenance phase, which currently 
represents as much as 70 per cent of the cost of 
a software project. A collaborative project, 
K2 would involve Muller, UVic computer sci¬ 
entists Drs. Daniel Hoffman, Michael Levy 
and Nigel Horspool, and Simon Fraser Uni¬ 
versity computer scientist Robert Cameron. 
Muller is pursuing a three-year Natural Sci¬ 
ences and Engineering Research Council Stra¬ 
tegic Research Grant, which would see work 
commence on the project immediately. He 
says industry would be able to use K2 tools di¬ 
rectly, and that these would be available three 
to four years after commencement of the pro¬ 
ject. 

Muller, whose basic research has been 
funded by NSERC operating grants, stresses 
the necessity of developing tools like K2 and 
getting them into industry. “With the kind of 
work stations we have today, the hardware 
evolved so rapidly, and the software is way be¬ 
hind, as are the software development meth¬ 
odologies and tools,” Muller concludes. 


Conway Memorial Scholarship established 
to honour theatre patron

Ronald Conway has established a scholarship 
for UVic theatre students in memory of his 
wife Muriel Conway who died April 18. 

Mrs. Conway was actively involved in the 
Bastion Ladies’ Theatre Committee since 
moving to Victoria from Ottawa in 1979. She 
served as vice-president for two years and was 
president for 1987-88. While in Ottawa she 
played a leading role in the Children’s Little 
Theatre. 

Professor John Krich (Theatre) says the 
Conways have been great supporters of the 
Phoenix Theatre over the years. They bought 
season subscriptions each year and attended 
the popular summer barbeque theatres. They 
rarely missed a production and have enjoyed 
the plays thoroughly. 

Mr. Conway describes the work done by the 
students and staff in UVic’s Department of 
Theatre as “a worthwhile activity. The Phoe¬ 
nix has made steady improvements over the 
years. It is a growing affair.” 
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Mrs. Conway’s interest in the performing 
arts was kindled early in her life. She took bal¬ 
let lessons and became an accomplished ball¬ 
room dancer. The Conways also enjoyed ice 
dancing in their youth. 

Mrs. Conway eventually began to teach 
ballet, and from her connections in that area 
she developed a love of the theatre. She fo¬ 
cussed her efforts on helping local theatres in 
administration. Mr. Conway says “her repu¬ 
tation preceded her” when she came to Victo¬ 
ria. She was approached by the Bastion 
shortly after her arrival in the city and was an 
important part of the organizational and 
fundraising arms of the theatre until last year. 

Mr. Conway decided to establish the schol¬ 
arship as a permanent record of her life, and 
to allow her to continue to contribute as she 
would have wished. He says that she gave a 
great deal to the theatre in her life, and the 
Muriel Conway Memorial Scholarship will 
help future students of theatre at UVic. The 
fund currently contains over $6,000 from 59 
donors, and donations continue to arrive 
from as far away as Australia. As an endow¬ 
ment fund, the scholarship qualifies for 
matching provincial government grants under 
existing guidelines.

Hoffman developing improved 

specifications for software

When a team of designers and programmers 
sets out to make a large software system, co¬ 
ordinating teamwork on the program’s var¬ 
ious aspects requires extensive planning and 
documentation. Dr. Daniel Hoffman (Com¬ 
puter Science) is developing practical solu¬ 
tions to interfacing and design problems this 
area poses, and his work will result in new 
software support for large system developers. 

Dividing software system into pieces of 
modules so that each worker can develop one 
aspect of it requires the designer to describe 
carefully what each module will do, and each 
developer to keep records of how modules are 
accessed. But Hoffman explains that “you 
don’t see enough engineering in software, if 
what you asociate with engineering is careful 
planning, documentation, and record keep¬ 
ing.” From his point of view as a software en¬ 
gineer, Hoffman hopes to bring into common 
practice better techniques and tools he has 
been developing over the past five years. 

Typically, software system research teams 
have been made up of programmers, and while 
they have occasionally had established roles, 
these have been blurred by unclear specifica¬ 
tions. This can result in implementers “making 
up the specifications as they go along,” when 
these should be set down by the designer at the 
outset. The modules created can be far from 
what was originally intended, and can contain 
undocumented “bugs.” As a result, Hoffman 
is reinforcing four roles that have previously 
been applied on a limited basis. First, the de¬ 
signer must determine each module’s function. 
Then, the implementor writes the code which

supplies the service that the designer desig¬ 
nated. The tester verifies the implementer’s 
routines, trying unusual values to ensure the 
program always works. The user, knowing 
what he or she needs in the program, then uses 
the set of modules and writes the application. 
Since this system hinges on the designer’s abil¬ 
ity to write a specification that others involved 
can understand, Hoffman is working on speci¬ 
fication languages for modules. “People draw 
pictures to represent software. Tree diagrams 
can show how a program is divided into its 
modules, but further division of them can 
make the diagrams hard to follow. Thus, I’m 
developing cost-effective alternate methods 
such as formulas and tables.” 

Hoffman’s research is funded by UVic Inter¬ 
nal Research grants, Natural Sciences and En¬ 
gineering Research Council operating grants 
and the B.C. Advanced Systems Institute. He 
has met with several B.C. software firms to dis¬ 
cuss many of the above ideas. In particular, he 
is interested in introducing module specifica¬ 
tion to industry. While structured analysis is an 
approach commonly used in software develop¬ 
ment, this approach does not use module speci¬ 
fication, which many government contracts 
now demand. Companies could increase their 
potential to generate contract revenue through 
integration of module specification with their 
existing approach. 

“The computer science community has to 
adjust if it’s going to utilize good software, 
engineering techniques,” Hoffman con¬ 
cludes. “Discipline and extensive, compre¬ 
hensible documentation are essential.” 


PE & health services team up 
for athletics testing

An experiment designed by a UVic master’s 
student in physical education is expected to 
yield information on optimizing diet and exer¬ 
cize for athletes in training. 

PE student Jim Holmyard conducted the 
tests this spring at University Health Services 
in an attempt to help answer controversial 
questions about what fuels muscle use during 
high intensity brief bursts of exercize. He is 
now analyzing the test results. 

Holmyard served as one of his own volun¬ 
teer subjects during experiments he designed 
for his thesis proposal titled The Influence of 
Carbohydrate Stores on Performance during 
Maximal Intermittent Exercise. 

To test the influence of muscle glycogen 
concentration on the ability to perform exer¬ 
cise, Holmyard and nine other volunteers per¬ 
formed brief bouts of exercise on the Kin/ 


Com—a hydraulic exercise machine shared by 
PE and health services. Each volunteer per¬ 
formed the exercise in both low and high gly¬ 
cogen states induced by controlled diet and 
exercise. Before and after the exercise bouts, 
muscle biopsies were taken for analysis to de¬ 
termine differences, if any, in glycogen use 
and blood lactate in the thigh muscles of the 
volunteers. 

Holmyard’s experiment is one of several ex¬ 
amples of the co-operation between health 
services and physical education at UVic, and 
Island Medical Labs, says Dr. Howie Wenger 
(Physical Education), who is Holmyard’s 
thesis supervisor. Dr. Richard Backus, a 
member of both University Health Services 
and the physical education graduate faculty, 
has offered medical assistance to many PE re¬ 
search projects.

Twenty-three UVic employees are retiring this 
year, taking with them an accumulated mass 
of more than 450 years of experience—more 
than 800,000 hours of valued service to the 
university.

Dr. Jeanne Adam (French) was awarded les 
Palmes Academiques by the government of 
France during her last year of teaching at 
UVic, culminating a teaching career that be¬ 
gan 40 years ago. “Now I deserve a rest,’’ 
laughs the woman who introduced North Af¬ 
rican literature in French to UVic. She joined 
the university in 1967, after teaching seven 
years in Tunisia, and also in France and the 
United States. She was frequently instrumen¬ 
tal in bringing leading guest speakers from 
abroad to speak at UVic and presented papers 
at international conferences while teaching 
here. At Spring Convocation last month, 
Adam was named Professor Emerita. She 
looks forward to retirement. “I’m not at all 
unhappy about retiring. I’ve done my share 
and it’s time for others.*’ The president of Al¬ 
liance Francaise in Victoria for three years, 
Adam continues as a member. She looks for¬ 
ward to a conference on Francophone litera¬ 
ture to be held in la Martinique next April. 
She also plans to continue her research into 
the work of Mouloud Feraoun, an Algerian 
writer in French who was murdered in 1962. In 
1982 Adam was invited by the University of 
Oran in Algeria to the 20th anniversary com¬ 
memorating the novelist’s death. 

UVic bids adieu to Dr. Anthony Birch af¬ 
ter 12 years in the Department of Political Sci- 
ence. Birch came to UVic from Exeter 
University in 1977. Last year he received the 
honour of being elected to the Royal Society 
of Canada on the strength of his many books 
and articles, specializing in the areas of local 
and national governments. Western Euro¬ 
pean and British politics, and poltical repre¬ 
sentation. Birch plans to continue publishing 
after retirement as well as revising some ear¬ 
lier works. 

Dr. William Cross was a member of the Fac¬ 
ulty of Education for 27 years, serving as di¬ 
rector of professional studies for the last nine. 
He specializes in British Columbia rural edu¬ 
cation. Prior to joining Victoria College full¬ 
time, Cross taught geography labs on Satur¬ 
days while teaching at Colquitz High School 
during the week. He served four years on Sen¬ 
ate and was three times chairman of the Fac¬ 
ulty Club for a total of eight years. Cross says 
“one thing I always cherished was that the 
university was small enough that you could 
know everyone. As the university grew you 
just enlarged your circle of friends.” 

Dr. Edgar Efrat leaves UVic after 27 
years of service, the first two with Victoria 
College. He says it has been very interesting to 
watch the evolution from college to full uni¬ 
versity here in Victoria, along with the growth 
of the Department of Political Science. Efrat 
came to Victoria College from the University 
of Texas, and became one of only two politi¬ 
cal science faculty members at that time for 
Victoria College. His academic specialty was 
the study of developing and third-world na¬ 
tions. Efrat hopes to travel to the Middle East 
after retirement and to work on his latest 
book, a study of international border con¬ 
flicts. 

Winnifred Fisher has retired after 18 years 
of sessional work in the stacks maintenance 
area at the McPherson Library shelving and 
sorting books and shelf reading. “They were 
most enjoyable years among such nice peo¬ 
ple,” says Fisher. She and her husband are 
avid sailors and she plans to spend more time 
on local waters. She may, however, drop into 
the library from time to time to say hello and 
to observe the exciting changes as the new 
computerized system is implemented. 

Doreen Forbes left the university switch¬ 
board in June after 30 years, taking early re¬ 
tirement. She has seen much growth and 
technological change in her job since 1959, 
when she began at the Victoria College switch¬ 
board with its 40 locals. At the time of her re¬ 
tirement, she was supervisor of operators who 
handled 2,000 locals, and she was involved in 
computer work as well. “I’m going to miss the 
contact with people,” says Forbes. “I have 
grown with the university and have thor¬ 
oughly enjoyed it.” Plans for her retirement 
include travel and spending more time with 
friends. 

Raymond Gavin retired in February after 
nearly nine years in Buildings and Grounds. 
After 25 years in the navy, Gavin came to 
UVic and worked as a billing clerk. He han¬ 
dled all the billing for work orders, renova¬ 


tions and phone accounts and, if you ever lost 
the key to your office, it was probably Gavin 
who issued you a new one. “I enjoyed my time 
at UVic, but I’m glad to be retired,” he says. 

An avid golfer, Gavin is to be found at least 
five days a week at the Cedar Hill Golf * 
Course. 

Art Hall, media production co-ordinator at 
Audio Visual and Television Services, saw his 
last day at work on June 29. “I’ve worked 
here 20 years—or 19.9. Tomorrow I’m retir¬ 
ing. I have a lot of good memories. But, I 
can’t wait to get out of here. This bloody base¬ 
ment gets to you after a while,” Hall said 
when contacted June 28. Hall has seen enor¬ 
mous development in the television produc¬ 
tion area at UVic. “I’ve been very pleased to 
see the growth of the TV production area, and 
the growth of the Knowledge Network. We 
were one of the pioneers in the establishment 
of the Knowledge Network system. With the 
development of technology, the growth has 
been absolutely fabulous. It’s not me, but 
through our facilities that the Knowledge Net¬ 
work has grown,” Hall notes. “I’ve met a 
great number of people here. It’s been fun. I 
will stay in Victoria. I’m going out to lunch. I 
will get my paycheck and be busy with other 
things. But, I’m staying a member of the Fac¬ 
ulty Club.” 

Georgina Hood worked as a clerk in Records 
Services for almost 10 years before taking 
early retirement in May. She says she then had 
only 13 days off before she began working for 
the Victoria Vistas. Hood, whose family has 
been involved with soccer in Victoria for 
many years, is acquainted with several mem¬ 
bers of the Vistas management and some of 
the players. She volunteered to help out in the 
office for a few weeks while the woman who 
usually handles the duties is in Italy. Hood 
and her husband have no specific plans for 
when she finishes there, but she says she can 
then “begin to really enjoy being retired.” 
They expect to spend a great deal of time with 
their 12 grandchildren, the youngest of whom 
was born recently, and to do some travelling 
in the near future. Hood raised her six boys, 
then worked for eight years as a legal secretary 
before coming to UVic. 

George Jones, who has worked for 19 
years as a janitor in the Cunningham, Elliott 
and MacLaurin buildings, will be retiring in 
August. “I don’t believe in retirement,” says 
Jones, who will be looking for other work af¬ 
ter he leaves UVic. An enthusiastic Christian, 
he says “I’ll go wherever the Lord wants me.” 
Jones says he “hated being a janitor when I 
started here and was not much for the young 
people.” But his attitudes have changed, and 
he admits that he will miss the students. Be¬ 
fore coming to UVic, Jones worked at con¬ 
struction and other jobs. In one such position, 
he laid the flooring during initial construction 
of the McPherson Library building. 

Professor Jean-Pierre Mentha(French) 
handed in his keys to the Clearihue on June 30 
upon retiring from a 25-year teaching career 
at UVic. He was hired by Victoria College 
Principal Harry Hickman to teach French at 
the Lansdowne Campus of Victoria College, a 
year before the college became a university. 
Mentha developed a reputation as an excellent 
teacher, with a stimulating classroom pres¬ 
ence. He was a student advisor for many years 
and was always dedicated to his students— 
some of whom are teaching now. He was in¬ 
strumental in developing the Maison Fran¬ 
caise program at UVic. Recounting his career 
Mentha is very modest: “I had a routine job. I 
was an average classroom teacher. I will miss 
UVic, but the department needs new people. 
It’s an absolute must that the old ones go to 
make room for the new. I’m sure I’m lucky 
because I enjoyed my job, and I’m not at all 
eager to retire. I like the everyday satisfac¬ 
tions of teaching. They are not something you 
can recount, but I just enjoy teaching, pe¬ 
riod.” 

Julia McCartney is leaving UVic after 21 
years as secretary to the TRIUMF group of re¬ 
searchers. She has enjoyed the environment at 
TRIUMF with the group of about 20 re¬ 
searchers working at the facility. She says “if 
you have to work, it is a good place to work.” 
McCartney plans to garden and take care of 
her grandchildren. She has five and is eagerly 
awaiting the birth of a sixth in December. 

Mrs. Mavis Murray served as a part-time 
employee in the Economics department for 16 
years. From 1973 to 1986, Murray worked as a 
stenographer, then began work as a sessional 
clerk/typist until this past April. Murray is 
also an avid violinist, at one time performing 
in the Hampton Orchestra. Upon retirement, 
she hopes to spend more time with her hus¬ 
band, two daughters and three grandchildren 


and to continue her extensive travels that have 
taken her to Australia and England in the 
past. 

Electrician Ole Olsen will retire at the end 
of July after a 20-year career as a UVic electri¬ 
cian. He says that he plans to “just relax and 
enjoy myself” in retirement, adding that “I 
worked with a lot of nice people.” 

Dr. Izzud-Din Pal has spent 28 years at 
Victoria College and UVic as an economics 
professor and active member of the adminis¬ 
tration. Pal was among the original members 
of the University Senate and in 1964-65 made 
a major contribution to the drafting of rules 
that govern Senate business.

He says he is gratifiei 
that the College of New Caledonia at Prino 
George will be able to use a collection of Ca 
nadian sociological journals that he has sen 
them. Watson’s service to UVic will be re 
membered by a scholarship in sociology in hi 
name which was announced at a departmen 
dinner held in his honour. Donations are nov 
being accepted.
